WASHINGTON, March 11—A legislative program 
for

Harding today.

calls for the passage of the following major legislative bills: 


The emergency tariff bill. 
The Columbian treaty in the Senate. 
A complete revision of the tax laws. 
Passage of the army and navy appropriation bills. 
A brief summer recess. 
Permanent revision of the tariff laws. 
In between the big bills will be sandwiched the minor 


bills. 
In addition a strong effort will be made to provide fed- 


oral aid for maternity and educational work. 


Some kind of a ban on immigration, probably similar to 


the measure which President Wilson vetoed, undoubtedly will 
he passed.
